Report 

to  the  Listener 

Re-entering  the  whirlwind  of  KPFA  finances  and  politics  after  a  three  month 
absence  has  left  me  little  time  for  writing  an  organized  summary  of  what  I  think 
is  going  on  here.  I  have  received  quite  a  few  listener  letters  and  phone  calls  con- 
cerning various  subjects  in  the  past  two  weeks;  these  have  expressed  your  concerns 
which  I'll  try  to  deal  with  in  this  column. 

Why  does  KPFA  's  financial  condition  become  so  critical  from  time  to  time, 
like  right  now? 

If  I  knew  the  complete  answer  to  this  question  there  certainly  would  have  been 
better  progress  in  solving  our  problems.  It  seems  clear  that  our  present  situation 
is  partly  seasonal  and  partly  structural. 

The  seasonal  lack  of  funds  has  occurred  in  January-February  and  August-Sep- 
tember for  the  six  years  I've  been  involved  in  KPFA's  broadcasting  and  finances. 
Every  summer  we  encounter  a  serious  income  dropoff  as  people  either  listen  less 
or  find  more  pressing  needs  for  the  money  they  reserve  for  donations.  (The  winter 
cycle  occurs  after  the  Holidays  when  similar  priority  shifts  happen.) 

Being  aware  of  these  drought  periods  does  not  enable  us  to  avoid  them.  The  two 
principal  reasons  for  this  are  first,  that  our  budget  is  so  tight  that  we  cannot  cut 
costs  except  at  the  risk  of  crippling  the  station,  and  second,  special  programming 
(such  as  our  coverage  of  July  4  events  and  the  Democratic  convention  this  year) 
doesn't  result  in  an  adequately  increased  cash  response  from  listeners. 

The  structural  reason  for  our  difficulty  is  that  our  costs  are  too  high  for  our  in- 
come in  slack  periods,  and  all  of  our  internal  efforts  to  cut  them  result  in  insignifi- 
cant savings  which  get  wiped  out  by  inflation.  This  may  lead  to  such  undesirable 
alternatives  as  seasonal  layoffs-an  alternative  which  our  present  structure  doesn't 
allow  me  to  institute  in  the  traditional  'management'  manner.  (We'll  get  to  more 
about  that  later.) 

Don 't  you  people  at  KPFA  ever  discuss  your  financial  condition  and  ways  to 
solve  it '.' 

We  discuss  this  topic  endlessly  in  the  administrative  group  (station  manager, 
business  manager,  bookkeeper,  and  subscription  personnel)  which  meets  at  least 
once  a  week.  The  weekly  general  meeting  at  the  station  usually  devotes  time  to  it 
as  well.  But  only  in  times  of  crisis  (payroll  can't  be  met,  creditors  breaking  down 
the  door)  does  the  issue  become  dominant  in  a  majority  of  consciousnesses.  And 
then  the  suggested  solutions  are  usually  of  a  'quick  fix'  rather  than  a  structural 
variety. 

Recognizing  this,  with  the  political  demand  of  station  personnel  for  a  greater 
say  in  financial  matters,  a  staff  finance  committee  was  formed  last  spring  to  deal 
with  our  anticipated  summer  financial  problem.  The  committee  wound  up  recom- 
mending on-air  fundraising  during  such  events  as  July  4  and  Convention  Coverage 
(which  was  only  half  done,  due  to  a  controversial  decision  to  cancel  the  Republican 
coverage  when  the  money  crunch  got  hot);  an  on-air  auction  and  bazaar;  an  audio 
fair;  and  a  benefit  concert.  The  on-air  special  events  coverage  brought  in  less  than 
$3,000  in  pledges  when  it  was  hoped  that  we  would  get  at  least  $7,500;  the  auction 
resulted  in  $3,700  in  pledges  when  we'd  hoped  for  $6,000;  the  audio  fair  is  still 
pending  at  this  writing;  and  the  concert  was  ineffectively  produced  and  promoted 
and  lost  $4,000. 

Our  committee-formed  ideas  for  fund  raising  have  thus  far  not  succeeded.  If 
we  are  to  continue  into  the  area  of  non-subscriber  revenues  (fairs,  concerts,  etc.)

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CUBAN 
CINEMA

Cuba's  national  film  institute 
(ICAIC)  was  the  first  cultural  in- 
stitution established  after  the  revo- 
lutionary government  took  power 
in  January  of  1959.  The  statute 
creating  ICAIC  stated  that  "the 
cinema  is  an  art,"  and  describes 
in  considerable  detail  the  way  in 
which  filmmaking  will  aid  in 
building  revolutionary  conscious- 
ness and  in  preserving  and  construct- 
ing autonomous  Cuban  culture.  Of 
all  cultural  areas,  film  production 
has  since  been  given  first  priority 
in  resources  and  has  developed  in 
several  important  directions. 

In  keeping  with  the  political  and 
educational  goals  of  Cuban  cinema- 
tography, emphasis  has  consistently 
been  placed  on  documentary  films. 
(In  1974,  planned  production  was 
41  documentaries,  52  newsreels,  10 
animation  films,  and  8  features.) 
Guided  by  the  extraordinary  talent 
of  Santiago  Alvarez,  Cuba  began 
making  a  series  of  newsreels  (one 
per  week  since  1960)  and  documen- 
taries of  unusual  quality  often  highly 
experimental  in  nature. 

Although  ICAIC  gives  primary 
attention  to  directing  films  toward 
Cuban  audiences,  Cuban  cinematic 
works  often  have  a  strong  international 
and  particularly  Third-World  orien- 
tation. Several  Cuban-made  films 
about  the  1973  coup  in  Chile,  one 
on  the  Venceremos  Brigade  (the  U.S. 
groups  who  travel  to  Cuba  each  year 
to  participate  in  work  projects)  are 
included  among  a  number  of  Cuban 
documentaries  which  have  recently 
become  available  in  the  U.S.  through 
Tricontinental  Film  Center. 

In  Cuba,  ICAIC  takes  films  to  all 
areas  of  the  island's  countryside  by 
means  of  its  famous  mobile  units.  The 
success  achieved  in  reaching  all  sectors 
of  the  population  can  be  measured  by 
the  fact  that  within  ten  years  these 
simple  moving  projection  outfits, 
carried  by  truck  or  mule,  showed 
films  to  a  total  of  more  than  seven 
million  viewers  on  a  yearly  basis.  The 
short  subject,  For  The  First  Time, 
records  the  experience  of  a  rural 
community  viewing  their  first  film. 
ICAIC  adds  to  its  filmmaking  and 
political  education  functions  an 
effort  to  demystify  the  technologi- 
cal processes  of  cinema.  By  means 
of  a  regular  program,  24  A  Second, 
the  staff  explains  to  television 
audiences  the  technical  and  other 
behind-the-scenes  aspects  of  cine- 


matography. 

Although  feature  films  make  up 
a  small  part  of  the  Cuban  film  insti- 
tute's production,  they  are  better 
known  in  the  U.S.  This  is  primarily 
due  to  the  presence  of  Memories  of 
Underdevelopment  (1968,  Tomas 
Gutierrez  Alea)  and  Lucia  which 
until  recently  were  the  only  two 
features  licensed  in  this  country. 


well  the  general  ICAIC  approach, 
innovation  in  Cuban  cinema  often 
comes  from  revitalizing  traditional 
forms  and  from  mixing  traditional 
methods  with  experimental  ones. 

Another  important  aspect  of 
Cuban  cinema,  again  as  evidenced  in 
Memories .  .  .  and  Lucia,  is  the  ex*, 
perimentation  with  film  as  a  medium 
for  socialist  self-criticism  on  a  nation- 


The  Other  Francisco  is  based  on  a  famous  Cuban  anti-slavery  novel  which 
examines  the  social  and  political  forces  responsible  for  slavery  as  well  as  the 
anti-slavery  movement.  It  premieres  Oct.  6  at  the  Festival  of  New  Cuban 
Cinema. 


Feature  film  production  maintains 
a  close  affinity  to  Cuba's  emphasis  on 
documentaries  and  newsreels.  In  fiction- 
alized form,  they  treat,  for  the  most 
part,  historical  subjects  and  historical 
periods,  utilizing  a  great  range  of  cine- 
matic approaches.  A  significant  general 
direction  in  Cuban  feature  filmmaking 
involves  the  minimization  of  differ- 
ences between  fictionalized  narrative 
history  and  newsreel.  Experimentation 
along  these  lines,  which  can  be  seen 
in  films  available  here  such  as  Memories 
of  Underdevelopment  and  Bay  of  Pigs, 
includes  selected  insertion  of  news- 
reel  footage  and  the  reconstruction 
of  historical  events  to  resemble  news- 
reel  shooting. 

While  Cuban  cinema  experiments 
with  distantiation  techniques  in  the 
sense  of  breaking  identification  and 
empathy  patterns  in  order  to  main- 
tain the  viewer  in  a  critical  and 
therefore  politically  conscious  posi- 
tion, the  narrative  element  remains 
strong.  As  Santiago  Alvarez  has 
pointed  out,  and  summarizing  as 


al  cultural  level.  Problems,  mistakes, 
and  incomplete  transformations  of 
social  attitudes  are  often  identified 
and  examined  in  feature-length  works. 
Death  of  a  Bureaucrat  by  Tomas 
Gutierrez  Alea  provides  an  excellent 
satire  on  the  foibles  of  post-revolu- 
tionary bureaucracy  as  it  follows  the 
trail  of  a  woman  who  tries  to  recoup 
the  ration  card  of  her  recently  de- 
ceased husband.  This  combination 
of  humor  with  a  self -critical  attitude 
and  political  message  has  been  deve- 
loped to  a  fine  point  in  several  post- 
revolutionary  films  (see  part  three  of 
Lucia  at  this  film  festival).  The  first 
film  directed  by  a  woman,  Sarita 
Gomez'  De  Ciena  Manera  fin  a 
Certain  Way),  shown  last  year  at 
the  Pesaro  Festival  in  Italy,  continues 
this  thematic  direction  as  it  deals 
with  the  persistance  of  class,  race, 
and  sex  discrimination  in  Cuba. 

In  a  period  when  military  regimes 
and  political  repression  are  the  norm 
throughout  Latin  America,  the  impor- 
tance of  Cuban  cinema  in  the  general 


Latin  America  context  can  hardly  be 
overestimated.  Cuba  has  the  only  con- 
tinuing, socially-subsidized  filmmaking 
institution  and  advanced  technical 
facilities  for  making  political  films. 
This  fact  takes  on  enormous  impor- 
tance if  one  compares  the  possibilities 
in  Cuba  with  the  difficulties  encoun- 
tered by  such  groups  as  Ukamau 
(Bolivia)  and  Cine  de  la  Base  (Argen- 
tina). In  some  cases  ICAIC  has  helped 
cinematographers  to  finish  films  whose 
production  was  interrupted  in  their 
own  countries. 

What  the  definitive  direction  and 
influences  evolving  in  Cuban  cinema 
are  likely  to  be  remains  an  open  ques- 
tion, reflecting  the  fact  that  its  pro- 
duction remains  multi-directional  and 
experimental.  Because  of  the  historical 
forces  which  presently  make  it  extremely 
difficult  to  make  revolutionary  films 
elsewhere  in  the  continent,  ICAIC 
will  unquestionably  continue  to  be 
for  some  time  to  come  the  most  im- 
portant resource,  ideologically  and 
technically,  for  Third-World  cinema- 
tography. 

The  showing  of  Cuban  film  in  the 
United  States  has  met  continual  op- 
position from  the  U.S»  government.  In 
April  1972,  the  Cuban  Film  Festival 
held  at  the  Olympia  Theater  in  New 
York  was  not  allowed  to  go  on  after 
the  first  day.  Treasury  agents  seized 
all  prints,  under  the  'trading  with  the 
enemy 'act.  In  1974,  the  U.S.  State 
Department  turned  down  a  request 
by  Cuban  film  director  Tomas 
Gutierrez  Alea  to  accept  the  award 
of  the  National  Society  of  Film 
Critics  in  New  York.  The  award  of 
$2000  was  to  honor  Alea's  1968 
film,  Memories  of  Underdevelopment. 
A  visa  application  was  also  turned 
down  for  Saul  Yelin,  director  of 
Cuba's  National  Film  Institute.  In 
1976,  actors  and  directors  from  the 
Cuban  Film  Institute  were  refused 
entry  to  attend  the  Filmex  Festival 
in  Los  Angeles. 

The  first  Cuban  film  festival  in 
the  United  States,  The  Festival  of 
New  Cuban  Cinema,  will  be  held 
October  6- 12  at  the  Roxie  Theater 
in  San  Francisco.  During  this  festival, 
sponsored  jointly  by  Tricontinental 
Films  and  KPFA,  many  films  will 
make  their  American  premiere. 
Plan  to  attend.  (See  back  cover  for 
schedule  and  details.)

IN  MUSICAL  APPRECIATION 

Dear  Charles  Armirkhanian: 

I've  been  wanting  to  send  you  a  note 
for  a  while  now  and  I  thought  I  had  better 
do  it  before  you  left  the  station.  I  want  to 
thank  you  for  the  six  years  of  your  fine  pro- 
gramming. Like  many  of  the  other  programs 
on  KPFA,  I  think  Ode  to  Gravity  was  respon- 
sible for  raising  my  consciousness  considerably 
KPFA's  political  and  cultural  programming 
deals  with  world  events  which  are  almost 
unheard  of  in  the  media.  The  recognition 
that  these  "events"  occur  is  very  necessary 
if  one  is  to  understand  what  the  world  is 
all  about.  Certainly  listening  to  KPFA 
"patches  one  in,"  so  to  speak,  to  several 
currents  of  thought  and  action  which  are 
happening  in  the  world  right  NOW. 

I  think  your  recent  programs  about 
George  Antheil's  music  at  the  1976  Holland 
Festival  and  the  interview  of  Bernard  Heid- 
sieck  exemplify  one  facet  of  what  is  excel- 
lent about  KPFA.  The  Holland  production 
of  Antheil's  music  was  fascinating.  Now 
when  I  study  about  what  was  going  on  in 
the  twenties  at  that  little  bookshop  at  1 2 
rue  de  I'Odeon,  I  have  the  music  that 
should  go  along  with  such  thoughts.  It 
was  a  miserable  fate  which  pushed  Antheil 
into  obscurity.  I  think  you  have  performed 
a  great  service  to  both  musical  and  literary 
scholarship  in  resurrecting  the  music  of 
this  man.  At  any  rate,  I  would  have  never 
heard  any  of  his  music  on  any  other  station 
or  concert  hall  for  that  matter  in  the 
United  States. 

As  for  Bernard  Heidsieck,  I  wonder 
how  many  people  have  ever  heard  of  him 
in  the  Bay  Area  (or  the  U.S.)  besides  on 
your  programs?  Here  is  one  of  the  truly 
innovative  poets  of  the  world  who  is  almost 
entirely  unknown  because  his  poetry  is 


done  with  the  aid  of  a  tape  recorder. 
Another  dimension  of  inaccessibility  to 
his  works  results  from  the  fact  that  his 
sound  poems  are  in  French.  Your  inter- 
view had  a  lot  of  information  about  what 
Heidsieck's  poetry  is  all  about.  I've  been 
wondering  for  a  long  time  now  what  he 
meant  by  the  terms  "Passe-Partout"  and 
"Biopsie"  (which  sounds  like  it  should 
have  something  to  do  with  a  liver  instead 
of  a  poem)  and  now  I  know.  You  also 
played  some  of  his  recent  works  which 
are  as  unavailable  in  this  country  as  his 
older  works  (except  those  on  s-press  if 
you  have  $14).  This  program  was  very 
interesting  and  I  learned  a  great  deal  from 
it. 

I've  also  enjoyed  your  morning  con- 
certs and  your  other  programs  as  well. 
The  knowledge  and  professionalism  which 
you  displayed  on  the  air  is  certainly  one 
example  of  what  makes  KPFA  better  than 
any  other  media  in  the  Bay  Area.  I  wish 
you  success  on  your  book  and  I  will  be 
waiting  to  read  it. 

Again,  I  would  like  to  wish  you  success 
and  thank  you  for  your  fine  programs.

it  is  clear  to  me  that  we  must  build  up  a  structure  which  allows  work  to  be  done 
by  skilled  people,  rather  than  by  politically  acceptable  unskilled  committees.  The 
hard  truth  about  this  kind  of  matter  is  that  to  do  effective  business  work  you  must 
have  a  business  staff  whose  working  conditions  (including  salary)  are  satisfactory 
enough  to  keep  the  work  happening.  Right  now  our  small  business  staff  barely 
keeps  on  top  of  the  daily  workload  of  an  institution  with  a  $400,000  annual 
budget  and  nearly  40,000  contributor  transactions. 

But  there  is  also  the  question,  which  has  been  raised  by  members  of  the  Pacifica 
National  Board,  of  whether  our  stations  should  be  financed  by  non-subscriber 
revenues,  or  should  live  within  the  revenues  which  listeners  are  moved  to  supply. 
One  Pacifica  station  has  gone  into  outside,  event-oriented  fund  raising  in  a  big 
way  (including  two  staff  people  paid  to  do  the  work  and  organize  volunteers). 
KPFA  has  not  yet  made  up  its  mind.  It  is  definitely  being  discussed. 

Is  there  effective  management  at  KPFA  of  the  finances?  What  have  you  done 
to  improve  things? 

Our  financial  management  is  adequate  in  the  sense  that  we  meet  our  legal  obli- 
gations and  have  safeguards  against  loss.  It  is  not  adequate  to  the  growth  and 
complexity  that  KPFA's  finances  have  assumed  in  the  past  few  years.  As  General 
Manager.  I  urn  expected  to  perform  the  work  of  chief  administrative,  financial, 
legal  and  personnel  officer,  with  no  clerical  or  secretarial  assistance.  Our  Bussiness 
Manager  and  Bookkeeper,  working  on  Vz  time  and  3A  time  salaries,  are  supposed 
to  handle  the  complexities  of  record  keeping,  billing,  invoicing,  collection,  etc. 
Our  Subscription  department,  with  one  %  time  employee  and  one  lA  time  worker, 
is  expected  to  keep  up  with  40,000  transactions  a  year. 

To  improve  matters  without  increasing  staff  has  been  difficult.  We  have  insti- 
tuted a  number  of  off-air  fund-raising  drives-which  has  been  limited  by  a  small 
staff.  After  six  months  of  experimentation,  planning  and  negotiation,  a  phone 
Solicitation  program  was  begun  in  April,  with  impressive  results:

We  are  expanding  this  project  to  San  Francisco  in  October,  and  hope  for  similar 
encouraging  results. 

When  1  became  manager  I  believed  very  strongly  that  KPFA  needed  stronger 
off-air  promotion  in  communities  and  in  other  media  to  attract  listeners. We've 
done  some  good  work  in  this  area.  Now,  I'm  equally  certain  that  KPFA  will  need 
a  development  director  as  an  addition  to  management  as  soon  as  possible  -  and, 
at  the  very  latest,  at  the  time  a  new  manager  is  hired. 

What  do  you  mean  "new  manager"?  What's  happening  to  you? 

My  commitment  to  this  job  was  and  is  a  two  year  one,  and  those  two  years 
will  be  up  in  January.  It  was  my  feeling,  following  the  strike  and  the  disastrous 
financial  situation  which  caused  it,  that  only  someone  with  an  intimate  knowledge 
of  KPFA's  history  and  finances  could  possibly  be  manager.  The  staff,  which  voted 
to  hire  me,  agreed. 

It  was  clear  to  me  from  watching  previous  managers  destroyed  in  this  job,  that 
there  are  great  possibilities  for  scapegoating  and  failure  in  the  present  situation  of 
KPFA  manager.  The  responsibilities  are  great,  the  power  to  accomplish  them  small, 
and  the  possibilities  for  alienating  almost  everyone  in  some  way  or  other  are  obvious. 
Nevertheless,  I've  been  proud  to  be  in  this  position,  and  to  make  some  kind  of  con- 
tribution to  keeping  KPFA  alive.  From  all  I've  heard  in  my  travels  this  summer  and 
before,  I  think  this  is  the  most  important  radio  station  in  the  country.  In  the  time 
that  remains  to  me  here  I  intend  to  try  to  assure  that  as  much  stability  as  possible 
exists  to  carry  KPFA's  vitaj  work  on  into  the  future. 

My  view  of  what  this  work  has  been  and  should  be  will  be  the  subject  of  the 
next  few  "Reports  to  the  Listener"  in  the  Folio. 

Meanwhile SAVE  OUR  STATION  is  real.  If  you  can  help,  financially, 

organizationally,  or  in  any  other  way,  we  need  you. 

How  does  the  present  financial  circumstance  of  KPFA  compare  with  previous 
years?

The  one  glaring  fact  to  me  is  that,  although  we've  shown  a  modest  cumulative 
improvement  over  past  years,  we  usually  stay  afloat  by  borrowing  from  ourselves. 
This  is  done  either  through  deferred  salaries  -  which  work  great  hardship  on  over- 
worked and  underpaid  staff  -  or  through  deferred  payments  to  Pacifica  -  which 
threaten  our  insurance,  legal,  and  accounting  situations,  and  also  impair  the  func- 
tioning of  our  Washington  Bureau  and  Pacifica  office. 

Because  all  other  Pacifica  stations  face  similar  problems  and  are  in  varying 
degrees  of  financial  emergency  like  we  are,  it  may  at  last  prove  possible  to  think 
of  some  common  solutions.  There  will  be  more  about  that  in  the  next  few  months 
as  well.
